` City will b 
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a garbage hill 


Belle Glade is going’ to build a 
hill...with garbage. 

Because the ‘Glades . aren't 
exactly known as the foothills of the 
Smokies, future Belle Gladians may 
be able to point with justifiable 
pride at the highest point in South 
Florida and certainly the highest in 
the Glades. 

City Manager George Knoblock 
announced the coming of the hill, 
actually a three-sided pyramid with a 
road leading to a leveled off crest, 
Monday. He said it is expected to 
be completed by sometime in 1977, 
probably sometime in the summer. 

Knoblock said the pyramid was 
designed by the i i 
company of Post, Buckley, Shuh 
and Jernigan to top off the city's 
sanitary landfill. It will be built in 
four 10-foot thick cells and will be 40 
feet high at the top, 12 feet higher 
than the nearby Herbert Hoover 
Dike. 

Knoblock said the pyramid will 
be built atop the present site of the 
city landfill, which is already 
completely filling an old rock pit. 

To keep an eye out that 
impurities aren't leached into the 
nearby Hillsboro Canal, the city will 
also sink two pairs of test wells, one 
pair 28 feet deep and the other 30 
feetdeep, and will take periodic tests 
from the wells. 

The city now has a temporary 
operating permit to continue 
dumping solid waste on the present 
site and Knoblock said the permit 
calls for a number of rigid rules. 


The garbage and trash must be 
covered with six inches of fill 
each day. „ The city presently uses 
bagasse - given by Quaker Oats’ 
furfural plant. Between each call of- 
the pyramid, there will be two feet 
of fill and a two-foot thick layer of 
fill, probably sand, will cap the 
man-made hill. 

In the meantime, the city, along 
with South Bay and Pahokee, have 
asked the Palm Beach County Solid 
Waste Authority to find a more 
permanent solution to the disposal 
problem. 

Authority Executive Director 
Tim Hunt has already presented a 
plan to build a $1.45 million 
forced-air incinerator to handle all 
the garbage and trash generated by 


western Palm Beach County. 

Hunt presented that plan to the 
authority members Wednesday and 
the authority will meet in Belle 
Glade Mar. 10 with the three 
western cities to go over the 
proposal. 

According to that proposal, the 
authority would be- financed, 
operated and maintained by the 
authority. Hunt said he would try 
to get financial assistance from the 
state and Farmer's Home Adminis- 
tration in the form of grants and or 
loans. 

The Authority took the step 
after all three cities sent resolutions 
asking the authority to find а 
solution, with input from the cities, 
to the Glades' solid waste disposal 
problems. 

Hunt's proposal, however, fails 
to mention anything about input 
from the cities. Knoblock said this 
will probably be brought up during 
the Mar. 10 meeting and Mayor 
‘William Grear said Monday night 
this would be essential. 

Hunt drew up two possible plans 
to finance the project, one with no 
outside help and the other with 50 
per cent being paid for on the federal 
level and 50 per cent being paid for 
locally. 

Hunt estimated the incinerator 
could handle 100 tons per day at a 
cost of $5.63 per ton. He said the 
100 tons of garbage and trash would 
be reduced from. approximately 
1,200 cubic yards to 37.5 yards of 
intert ash, which would be disposed 
of on the ten-acre site being 
proposed. ~ 

The modular incinerator would 
be of the same type now being used 
in Pahokee. Pahokee is using а 
Consumat 15-ton incinerator. 

But, even if the incinerator plan 
is adopted and the cities cooperate, 
and Pahokee may not, Knoblock 
made it clear it wouldn't be the only 
answer, that a landfill would still be 
needed.

He said there would 
also be other items such as large tree 
limbs which the incinerator couldn't 
handle, and which must be disposed 
of. .

A burning 
problem.... 


Whether or not Belle Glade, South Bay, and 

Pahokee decide to go alóng with the plan to use a 
common incinerator to handle garbage and trash 
problems in the Glades, those plans will clearly need 
to be amended. 
Although the cities, when they asked help from 
the Palm Beach County Solid Waste Authority, 
stated they would also provide input, there is not 
room left in the document presented the authority 
by Director Tim Hunt for such input. 

The incinerator will probably be the best way to 
dispose of solid waste in the Glades but if the cities 
simply turn it over to the Solid Waste Authority to 
own and operate, there’s bound to be trouble in the 
future. 

The three cities obviously can't afford such a 
move. They would be subject to the whims of the 
authority on how they could use the incinerator, 
when, how much they ‘could bring, what kind of 
rubbish would be accepted and what the pricetag 
would ‘be. Е 

Such a situation is unacceptable. 

We believe the cities will demand some form of a 
partnership between themselves and the Solid 
Waste Authority. We certainly hope so. 

But if they expect to make their input 
meaningful, they're going to have to do so at the 
earliest opportunity and that. will be at the Mar. 10 
meeting the authority is going to hold in the Glades. 

Garbage and trash disposal problems are nothing 
new to the Glades and they're not going to go away. 
It isn't the type of problem that can be postponed 
either. 

It is too important a problem to trust a group of 
strangers living 50 miles away to solve on their own.

| Shevin pushes water management plan 


Florida Attorney General Robert Shevin came to 

Belle Glade Sunday and made it plain to members of 
WATER! that while he wasn't completely happy 
with the Sept. 9 referendum which would give taxing 
powers:to five water mangement areas around the 
state, he is still in favor of it. 
Ў After delivering .a prepared speech on water 
resources and management to the members of the 
coalition of environment list and political groups, 
Shevin used about half an hour fielding questions, 
mostly about the ad valorem referendum. 

* The group was holding its fourth meeting and the 
fifst part of the meeting was taken up with 
organizational activities. Members groups include 

1 Audubon Societies, the Sierra Club, 
Bender of the Florida Environment, the Izaak 

Jalton League, the Florida Federation of Wildlife 
and the League of Women Voters. 

f The attending members, about 75 in all, gave 
Shevin a standing ovation for Shevin following his 
spéech and it wasn't until the question-and-answer 
period that any disagreement came up. 

‘The members of the WATER! coalition obviously 
are against passing the referendum which will give 
four water management areas in the state, including 
the Central and South Florida Flood Control District, 
the power to levy up to one will in advalorem taxes to 
рау their costs. 

The FCD and the Southwest Florida Water 
Management District presently have advalorem 
taxing powers but could lose them should the 
constitutional amendment fail. 

Members of WATER! brought up arguments 
“against the measure which have been raised in other 
parts of the state. They say the measure would make 
the districts too powerful, that the legislation is too 
open-ended, that the FCD and the SFWMD have 
worked "against us in the past” and that the district 
in the panhandle would only be able to assess .05 
mills. 

“I'm aware," Shevin told the group, "that many 
people are opposed to the amendment because they 
think it's too open-ended, I'm for the referendum 
because I think that in the balance, it contains a few 
more pluses than minuses.'" 

Shevin’ told the environmentalists the state 
legislature would control the taxing by the various 
water management areas and would therefore retain 
some control over them.

Another man protested the idea of using ad 
valorem taxes to pay the way for the districts, that 
théy should be funded by taxes based on how much 
water is consumed rather than by the amount of land 
owned. Shevin agreed that was one possible way the 
districts could raise taxes. 

Dr. Joséph Orsenigo, former plant pathologist 
with the Agricultural Research and Education Center 
in Belle Glade, said that whatever is done, it will be a 
stop gap measure ünless the rapid increase in 
population is brought under control. 

“I don't see anyway we can legally control the 
population," Shevin told Orsenigo. ‘People come to 
Florida because it has so many attractions. 

As long as Florida has these attractions, people 
will want to come here.” 

“Then you're never going to be able to reach to 
real solution," Orsenigo said. ‘‘You'll never be able to 
catch up. Farmers found out long ago they could 
only feed so many cows on so much pastureland. By 
the same token, we can only support so many people 
in South Florida. We have to face that.” 

Shevin touched on the maneuverings over the 
past year and a half between agribusiness interests 
and a coalition of hunters and conservationists over 
the Rotenberger tract and the Holey Land in the 
southwest part of the county. 

Shevin has consistently taken the stand that the 
Rotenberger Tract and the Holey Land should not be 
used in whole or in part for growing crops, that they 
should be preserved as wildlife “management” areas 
and for water control. 

Shevin was also queried by Jones on the 
upcoming report оп the Special Study on the 
Eutrophication of Lake  Okeechobee. and the 
recommended management plans. Jones said he had 
heard the plans are. being held up in Tallahassee 
because of “special interests’. 

The attorney general said he was unaware of any 
holdup and that he would, if he found there was such 
a delay, do what he could to speed matters up. 

The report was originally supposed to have been 
completed in October and is now still scheduled to be 
turned over to the cabinet for action sometime this 
month. 

A set of tentative plans and recommendations 
were distributed yesterday to members of WATER! 
The plans were drawn up and stibmitted by Dale 
Walker and Curry Hutchinson of the Division of 
State Planning. 

The report claims that backpumping is a 
significant contributor to the eutrophication of Lake 
Okeechobee and maximum reduction of bacxpumping 
will significantly reduce the eutrophic stress on the 
lake, particularly in the South Bay area, 

Hutchinson and Walker's report goes on to say 
that 80 to 85 per cent reduction in nutrient input 
from the Everglades Agricultural Area south of Lake 
Okeéchobee can be achieved as opposed to a 40-50 per 
cent reduction in the Taylor Creek-Nubbin Slough 
and the Kissimmee River Valley. 

They said the reduction backpumping can be 
obtained much quicker and cheaper also. 

“The optimum alternative for storage of water 
backpumped via the Miami Canal and over half of 
backpumped via the North New River Canal,” and 
over half of that backpumped via the North New 
River Canal," the report concludes, “is use of the 
Holey Land and possibly a small contiguous portion 
of Conservation Area 3 as a retention area." 

The state cabinet is still awaiting the final report 
before deciding whether to lea-e а strip along the 
eastern edge of the Holey Land to U.3. Sugar Corp. 
which would-be used as an agricultural area. 

A 'study being made by the Gainesville 
engineering firm of Black Crow and Eidness for the 
florida Sugar Cane League, however, says that 
adding such a sheet of water, which-wouldn't be 
enough to hold what is now backpumped, would 
mean the loss of more than a million gallons per day 
through evaporation: 

The report on Lake Okeechobee concludes the 
state should set water storáge and cunservation; 
water quality treatment; Everglades vegetation, fish 
and wetlands wildlife and public recreation and 
education as priorities. B 

“Uses that interfere with the above objectives,” 
the report concludes, "should be denied.”

Export commitments for the 1975-76 season, 

while still lagging well behind a year ago, rose again 
far the week ended January 25th 684,500 tons, vs. 
the preceding week. The bulk of the new sales were 
{0 the E. C. countries, East Germany, Poland and 
USSR. Export sales for the 1975-76 season (plus 
cumulative exports) rose more than 60 million 
boshels during January to 1,027 million bushels as of 
January 25th, an increase of over 400 million bushels 
since last October, but still well below the USDA 
forecast of 1.4 to 1.6 billion bushels for the 1975-76 
séason. U.S. inspections of corn for export totaled 29 
million bushels for the week ended February 6th, 
bringing the total so far this season to 614 million 
bushels, 204 million more than in the same. period of 
1974-75. The weekly average export inspections of 34 
million bushels are well above the 28 million bushel 
weekly average that would be required to reach the 
USDA forecast of close to 1.5 billion bushels for the 
season. 
A recent Senate Agricultural Committee report on 
costs of producing selected crops in the U.S. revealed 
that the cost of producing corn has gone up along 
with the increase in price since the early 19705. The 
higher cost of producing corn could put а squeeze on 
córn producers should large crops force prices down 
from current levels. This report, released January 6 
1976indicated the average cost of producing corn in 
1974 was about $178, per acre. Based on the U.S. 
yield that year (which was below average), the cost. 
per bushel was $2.39 Computed for a 5-year average 
yield (excluding 1974), the average cost was $1.96 per 
bushel. Costs would be well above this figure for 
many producers in the higher cost marginal areas, 
The rising cost of production could have a bearing in 
corn price supports. The target price for 1976 crop 
corn, to be announced soon, is expected to be about 
.20 a bushel above the 1975 target price of $1.38 per 
bushel, which is still well below the current price, or 
the cost of production.

We expect corn futures to remain within a trading 
range over the near term. 

The ability of soybean futures to hold most of the 
price gains since late January appears to reflect 
increasing optimism regarding the export outlook for 
the remainder of the season. 

The USDA Export Sales report released late last. 
week showed that 25,000 tons of soybeans has been 
switched from the "unknown destination" category in 
the week ended January 25 and subsequently shipped 
to the USSR. It is bsiieved that this development 
may be the forerunner of sizable purchases of U.S. 
soybeans by Russia to Yëpləče soybeans contracted 
for from Brazil during the U.S. moratorium on grains 
and soybean sales to the USSR last fall. 

In addition, the USDA will make available to 
foreign buyers (for the first time) CCC short term 
credit financing for soybeans, soybean meal and 
edible soy-protein. It is believed that it will take 
about a month before CCC credit тау be granted for 
the newly eligible commodities, and it is expected 
that Eastern European countries for the newly 
eligible commodities, and it is expected that Eastern 
European countries such as Poland and Romania may 
be the first to take advantage of CCC short term 
financing. 

In view of the more promising outlook for 
soybean exports, the reported determined holding 
policy by soybean farmers may become more of a 
price supporting influence than it has thus far. Talk 
that 1976 soybean acreage in the South may be 
smaller than indicated in the January Prospective 
Plantings report may be a factor in light producer 
Offerings of cash soybeans in the face of recent 
improved prices. 

The discount for July soybean futures under new 
crop November has been narrowing, and we would 
not rule out the prospect of a possible upturn in 
sóybean futures. 


Cattle 

The USDA's 7—state cattle on feed report for 
January was released too late for comment but it was 
expected to disclose a continuation of the past few 
months pattern (sharply higher placements onto feed 
relative to a year ago). Accordingly, fed beef supplies 
through at least the first half of 1976 are likely to be 
large.  Federally inspected slaughter in the week 
ending Feb. 7 of 793,000 head was 15 per cent higher 
than a year earlier while beef production for the week 
was 11 per cent higher at 466 million pounds. The 
uncertainty concerning total slaughter this year 
focuses largely on non-fed marketings, the extent of 
which will be dependent on grazing conditions. 
Persistent dryness in parts of the Southwest suggest 
higher feeding costs and the possibility of increased 
slaughter. This outlook, if realized, would seem to 
point to potential near term pressure on prices.
